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Distribution maps of 31 popular plants in the Fukui prefecture, Japan Sea side of central Japan, 
are prepared on the basis of information supplied by local botanists. Most of the target plants are 
distributed all over the prefecture with slight modification except for Reynoutria sachalinensis which 
has the southernmost natural habitat of its distribution in the prefecture. 
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
